Paris, Dec. 8. We hear from Nantes in Britany, 
that the Royal Court of Juftice bave begun their 
Seflions, and fecured feveral fulpe&ted Perfons. 
M. Vattand, Procurator General of the faid Court, 
opened the Seffions with the following Specch : 
Gentlemen, 
] Bring with me the Letters Patents for eftablith- 
ing'a Royal Court of Juftice in this Town, by 
which his mop has been pleafed te appoint you 
to hold it. Objet of it is of equal Impor- 
tance both for the Support of the Royal Authority, 
aodthe Welfare of onc-of the principal Provinces 
ofthe Kingdom. You cannot but with Aftonifh- 
ment read in it the weighty Motives which at thia 
time arm the Power of Juftice s Plots agaiaft 
Government, riotous Meetings of Gentlemen, Af- 
fociations between them, Projeéts of Treaties with 
aForeign Power, Oppofition made by Force of 
Arms againft the ga ering of the Royal Revenue; 
Allwhich ere Praftices injarious to the Prince, per- 
nicious even to the Authors of fuch Attem 
abfolutely contrary to the true Intereft of their Fel- 
low Subjects. 
‘It was in vain that the auguft and wife Troftee of. 
abfolute Power endeavoured to fignalize his Regency 
by Manfuetude and Goodnefs ; to quafh Troubles 
snd Divifion in theBud by Indulgence and Mercy,and 
to gain over by Profufenencis of Bounty and Fayourt,
